YVORCESTF,R. Oct. 15.—The Church 


of N'otre Dame on Park street, suffered 
sorious damage by fire last night, and

Organized labor throughout the country, is showing very commendable 


lojalty to the policy of Mr. Gompers and John Mitchell in supporting Mr.

. Clarence Sliearn, counsel for Mrs. Gould, said that Mr. Gould had

menu listened to inspiring speeches.

McQuade of the department. Repre- 
sentative Charles F. Varnum, Supt. 


— William E. Maloney of the Boston & 


Northern St. R. R., Rep. James E. 
O'Donnell. James O'SuIlivan, Xawrence 
Cummlng-s of the Boston Globe and E. 
J Gallagher, editor of The Sun. The 
menu was very fine and the arrange- 
ments were perfect. 


After tho inner man had been satis- 


fied James A. McQuade, chairman of 
the committee on arrangements, rap- 
ped to order and said: "We extend to 
you a hearty and generous welcome to 
our beautiful city.

Superintendent Redmond Welch.'' 


Mr. V/clcli spoke in part as follows: 
"I am ^oing to say a few words to 


you as police officers. 
As I sat here 


this evening it would make the breast 
of each and every one of you swell with 
pride i{ you heard the pleasant remarks 
of the guests about the calibre and phy- 
sique of the police officers present here 
this evening. Words of praise have been 


pressed on all sides. ' 
"About five years ago it remained for 


a police officer of New Bedford to come 
here and explain to the police depart- 
ment of Lowell the matter which at the 
present lima hcs reached noble propor- 
tions or what Is known as the Massa- 
chusetts Poitee association. There is ab- 
solutely nnthlrg secret in our organiza- 
tion. 
It Is not to infringe .upon the 


Ights of anyone else but to protect our 
own and that is what the Massachusetts 
Police association represents. 


"\Vc have Interested our citizens as 


well as the representatives of the gen- 
eral court and they hove not been slow 
in seeing tr.u necessity of the same and 


a result of the preaching of our 


doctrines we have received some Import- 
ant benefits. Whatever benefits the po- 
lice officer benefits the community. Tile 
association is still in its infancy, but 
we hope In the future to accomplish far 
greater results then hi-ve been--accom- 
plished thus far. 


"Police officers are appreciative of 


what is being done for them. In my 
experience which covers a period of 20 
odd years I have seen a change of at- 
titude of the public towards the police 
officer. 
The citizen has become edu- 


cated to the fact that a police officer" 
is of great benefit to the community 
for without an efficient police force the 
community is not worth living in." 


Charles H. Winslow 


Charles H. Winslow, member of the 


Massachusetts commission of industri- 
al Education, was the next speaker and 
started off by telling a 
humorous 


story of how he assisted In the pas- 
sage of the police pension bill while a 
member of the house of representa- 
tives.

"The majority of men elected in our

They knock the 


police officer and are out to got

venge. One of our aldermen in lla- 
verhill dogged u police officer's 
foot- 


steps for one year because the 
oflicer 


had made the man move along the 
sidewalk before he was a city olh'cial." 


Mr. nryan spoke of the 
legislation 


favorable lo police- officers In this state 
and condudr-d by urging the police of- 
ficers outside the association to join. 
E. J. Gallagher 


Edward J. Gallagher, editor of The 


Sun. 
responded for "The Press'' and 


in his opening remarks he commend- 
ed the objects of tlic Massachusetts 
police association particularly in 
re- 


gard to the insurance and ptnsion fea- 
tures. 
There Is a very general misap- 


prehension, lie said, of the application 
of the pension system, some people be- 
lieving that when an officer completes 
twenty years' service he can claim a 
pension and enter some other business. 
This is a mistake. To get a pension at 
the expiration of twenty years' service 
an officer must either be disabled or 
have reached the 
age 
of sixty-five 


years. The pension system thus af- 
fords the city an equitable way of re- 
tiring oflicers at an age 
when their 


usefulness has passed. 
A man sixty- 


five years old Is not adapted 
for 
the 


general work of a police department. 
Thus the pension system operates to 
improve the police department In every 
city in Massachusetts. 


He then showed the important re- 


lations between the press and the po- 
lice departments, and how much can 
be accomplished by co-operation in the 
detection of crime and the capture of 
criminals. 
He advocated candor be- 


tween the uress and the police, and 
said the press should especially re- 
spect the wishes of the probation of- 
ficer and omit the publication of such 
names as he may request to be omit- 
ied. Some men and many women would 
.•ather serve a sentence in jail than 
nave it.published in the press that they 
were convicted of any crime and such 
publication may defeat all efforts 
at 
reform. 


The newspapers should he lenient 


and charitable especially towards the 
women and children arrested and the 
Joiice officers by observing the same 
rule could make the disgrace and hu- 
miliation of such unfortunates as light 
as possible. 


He pointed out the revolution In the 


methods of chasing- criminals starting 
vith the patrolman, then the mounted 
officer next the bicycle policemen and 
now the time has arrived when every 
well regulated department should have 
an automobile to pursue criminals 
vlio may use that means of escape 


The time may come he said with the 


development of the airship when some 
nember of the police board will rec- 
ommend the purchase of s. flying ma- 
chine to pursue the criminals to the 
clouds. 


The speaker pointed out the great 
many outlets from the city and 
the 


ase with which criminals can escape 
s compared with former times 
In 


his relation he told of how much as- 
ilstance the electric car 
conductors 


•an give to the police when they read 
he accounts of crime and description 
of the criminals in the press. He in- 
stanced the fact that a car conductor 
caught two of the Woburn yeggmen at 
Arlington and turned them over, to the 
police. 


In conclullon he pointed out the lack 


of proper police protection 
In 
many 


country towns and the stupid delay In 
notifying neighboring cities 
or even 


the state police when 
serious 
crimes 


are discovered. There was Ian Illustra- 
•ion of this, he said. In thejrecent Me- 
thuen tragedy and also In the murder 
of Miss Muillns at Arlington. In both 
cases the town officers 
bungled until 


the culprits had time to escape or 
else to destroy all evidence connecting 
:hem 
with 
the 
murders, He 
said 


there should be 
a. law compelling 


•ne police of every 
town to 
notify 


the police of the 
neighboring city 


at the earliest possible moment after 
discovering a murder or any serious 
crime, and if necessary call for assist- 
ance from the 
neighboring 
city as 


well as from the state 
police. 
The 


county, he believes, should pay what- 
ever expenses might be incurred by a 
city in helping a neighboring town to 
capture criminals. 


Supt. William B. Moffatl 


Supt. William 13. Moffatt, of the po- 


ice department, was then called upon 
and he said: "Mr. Toastmaster and 
you gentlemen, who make and admin- 
ister the laws of this state, I wish to 
say that on March S, 1SS1. I was ap- 
pointed a supernumerary otlicer In the 
Lowell police department. 
t do not 
see a great deal of change in the physi- 
cal condition of the officers of today 
-ir.d that of 27 years ago. 
I believe 


However, that the mental condition has 
inproved very much. 
When I became 


a member of the force there were 6L> 
members including superior olllcers. To- 
day there are but 12 of those remaining 
all the rest having- ceased to be mem- 
bers of our department, the greater ma- 
jority .having passed across the river 


"Today in Lowell we have 143 supe- 


rior officers and members in the de- 
partment and 11 employes. These im- 
provements have been brought about 
by the great improvements In the sci- 
entific and industrial world. 
Science 


gave us the Ilcrtillon system and later 
the finger print systun. The Bmiiion 
was not generally adopted 
excepting 


in the larger cities because of the ex- 
pense. But It answered a great pur- 
pose and was tin- best known system 
for many years and aided these 'cities 
who 
had 
adopted 
it to appr.he-mi 
criminals.

Lowell a Badly Organized City — 


Hours of Labor Longer and 
Wages Lower Than in Most 
Other Cities — Street Parade 


The much heralded rally and parade 


of the American Federation of Labor 
which is now holding its state conven- 
tion in Lowell, was held last night 2nd 
proved an unqualified success. 


formed, on Merrimack street In front 
of the'Soldiers' monument and headed 
by the Lowell National band,, Rich- 
ard Griffiths leader, marched over tlie 
route mentioned in yesterday's Sun. "All 
trades and Labor unions of 
Lowell 


were represented in the parade. 


On reaching Associate hall, the scene 


of the rally, the assembly was called to 


i order by Mr. Joseph Convery of Low- 


ell, who in fitting words introduced the 
state president, Philip H. Sweet. 


After the latter had stated the-pur- 


pose of the rally he introduced Mr. 
John Golden of Fall River, the well- 
known president of the United Textile 
Workers of America. 


John H. Gulden's Address 


Mr. Golden was given a rousing re- 


ception and among other things said: 


"I am indeed surprised when I be- 


come acquainted with-the unorganized 
conditions in Lowell. Why is it? 
The 


employers of Lowell are the very same 
as the employers of other cities, and 
this causes us naturally to 
conclude 


that it is the employes ;\nd not the 
employers who are primarily responsi- 
ble for the conditions which are found 
here. We come here tonight to sug- 
gest a way out of it. 


"We hear the rumbling of unorgan- 


ized labor, as well as organized labor. 
These rumblings are requests for priv- 
ileges which are enjoyed by 
others. 


They are not special privileges, 
but 


fair 
and 
square 
requests,—requests 


which we must have one way or an- 
other." At this point the speaker dis- 
cussed the injunction law at consid- 
erable length, and then launched into 
:he necessity of 'organization, especial- 
ly in-tMa city. "I._ know,"' continued 
the/speaker, "that many efforts have 
been made to rebuild textile-organiza- 
tions in your city, but. such a move 
cannot be brought to a successful point 
unless the men and woihen'workers of 
the city show some life and energy-. I 
ask you men hero tonight to get to- 
gether in your different crafts and do 
something for 
yourselves. Compare 


your conditions with the 
conditions 


"ourid in other similar cities of 
New 


England. 
In comparison, you will find 


that the people of other cities enjoy 
much better-and fairer conditions. 


During the recent 
depression 
we 


have found it very difficult to 
keep 


our organizations 
together, 
but 
we 


have succeeded, thanks to the healthy 
endeavor of those actively engaged in 
them. 


"To bring about and realize our de- 


sires we must scrutinize the men who 
are looking for public office. 
Question 


them, and if they promise to support 
our cause—which is indeed a worthy 
one—we should look upon them as our 
friends, but If they don't, we 
must 


look upon them as our enemies and do 
our utmost to defeat 
them. It

hooves us to take a more active part 
in the elections and our slogan shoulc 
always be 'Elect our friends and defeat 
our enemies.' "

The board of trade opened 
its 
fall 


Season at 
Odd Fellows temple last 


evening with a well attended meeting 
preceded by a banquet, the latter be- 
ing served from 6.30 to 7.30. 


Pres. H. A. Smith was in the chair 


and gave an interesting review of busi- 
ness conditions in Lowell during the 
past six months. Jesse H. Shepard ad- 
dressed the gathering 
on 
"Business 


Organizations Past and Present." 


The principal speaker of the evening 


was Edward A. Filene, one of Boston's 
merchant princes, whose address was 
on "Coming Changes In Business Or- 
ganizations, Public and Private." 


Pres. Smith in the course of his re- 


marks said: 


"General business in pur city is still 


less than normal, ns the improvement 
among our textile mills everywhere Is 
very slow. One of the las\ industries 
to feel the full effects of the depres- 
sion, it Is naturally one of the last to 
recover. 


"A survey of general conditions, 


however, cannot but convince one that 
business Is slowly enlarging. Iron and 
steel interests are busier than at any- 
time, for this year: northern lumber 
ehlpments have greatly increased, and 
the exports of grain much heavier than 
last year and at higher prices. 


"The bank clearances are increasing 


end the report of last week shows the 
principal cities to he within 6.2 per 
cent, of the same week of last year. 


"Bank 
deposits and 
losses 
show 


marked increases and the surplus of 
idle money is slowly decreasing. 


"If such optimistic opinions prevail 


over the wide field, it cannot be long 
ere the local industries will feel the 
rising tide of growing demand 
The 


turn of the year should show a mark- 
ed improvement on all side's." 
Mr. Filene's Address 


Mr. Filene spoke In part as follows: 
"Ideas go out of date as fast as 


machinery does. 
"We must accept this 


condition of affairs and add to the 
scrap heap of ideas just as we con- 
tinuously nut machinery into piles or 
worn-out irVm and ftccK 


"The 
lOtfi cenlury was the 
great 


century foij the rights of the individ- 
ual.

of democracy as purely political. 
But 
all three democracies are 
inseparable, 
uhat ono gains tho others are bound 
to gain eventually. 
The recognition of 


this principle is at the bottom of the 
coming changes In business.

to one. All over the world there is a 
turning

socialism.
